Personal casualty and theft 
losses not exceeding $100 are 
no longer deductible for federal 
income tax purposes. District 
Director of Internal Revenue, 
Kenneth O. Hook, said this pro­ 
vision of 1964 tax law is similar 
to the deductible feature of auto 
insurance policies. 
Under the new law, only the 
amount of each loss in excess 
of $100 which is not reimbursed 
by insurance or other means, 
can be taken as a deduction 
from taxable income. 
Hook said the $100 floor on 
losses applies to each casualty 
or theft loss of a 
taxpayer. 
However, when a husband and 
a wife both suffer losses in the 
same event, they need 
apply 
only one HOO deductible for each 
event when they file a joint re­ 
turn. On separate returns filed 
by married persons each must 
reduce his loss from each event 
by HOO. 


Insects Freed 


To Fight Moths 


HARRISBURG (UPI) - The 
state Agriculture Department to­ 
day reported 750.000 
parasitic 
insects have been released in 
the Pocono Mountains since mid- 
September in the state’s fight 
against Gypsy moths. 
Department Secretary Leland 
H. Bull described them as tiny 
black flies which prey on the 
eggs of the moths, destroying 
about 40 per cent of the eggs 
in each mass. The insects are 
native to Japan but were pro­ 
duced in Connecticut by the U.S. 
Agriculture Department. 
Other steps in the anti-moth 
program have included aerial 
spraying, placement of 10.000 
insect detection traps and aerial 
sowing of baited traps.

Dinah Returns In Seven New Specials 
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Star ‘Catches Up With S elf During TV Vacation 
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By EDGAR PENTON 
HOLLYWOOD 


When the familiar figure of Di­ 
nah Shore faded off video screens 
on May 12, 1963, at the end of her 
season’s final hour-long program 
the ever - smiling, vibrant star 
was singing ‘T il Be Seeing You.” 


Obviously, Dinah meant what 
she sang. On Saturday, October 
17, she will end a year-and-a-half 
away 
from 
television. 
Between 
now and mid-March she will be 
seen at irregular dates in an un­ 
usual schedule of seven programs 
over ABC-TV. 


At the time Dinah blew h e r 
“au revoir” kisses, she had estab­ 
lished an almost unbelievable rec­ 
ord of television appearances.

Beginning in November 1951, she 
starred in 444 fifteen - minute tele­ 
vision programs and 131 hour- 
long shows — a grand total of 575 
in twelve seasons. 


At first, there had been t w o 
quarter-hour Dinah Shore Shows 
a week. 


Not until the 1962-63 season had 
she slowed her busy schedule from 
the once-every-week, 60 - minute 
routine to nine musical specials 
during that year. 


So it was that Dinah chose to 
take a year off from television ‘‘to 
each up with 
m y s e lf 
ami 
my 
growing chldrien.” 


Friends closest to lier were not 
surprised that tin* year stretched 
a few more months beyond, and 
they detected a reluctance on her 
part to ever leap hack into the 
limelight again. 


As one of the reports, ‘‘Dinah 
felt she had engaged in just about 
every form of television and was 
undecided as to where she would 
start repeating.” Then Henry Jaf- 
fe came up with a series of nine 
varied Purex spec ials “with t h e 
woman’s touch.” 


The season will require her to 
star in four nighttime shows and 
host

The quartet of musical specials, 
in which she appeal's with famous 
show business personalities a n d

The 17 months since Dinah taped 
her last hour show for NBC can 
be described as downright lazy 


ones for a girl who has been a dy­ 
namo all her life. 


She did fill a few club engage­ 
ments, and developed her golf and 
tennis games and her hobby of 
painting to the border of excel­ 
lence. 


“I love w o r k i n g , ” explains 
Dinah, “ but regimentation had be­ 
gun to get me down. I’d been on 
a schedule ever since I stalled 
school at the age of 6.”

It was radio and then television 
that put Dinah on a treadmill of 
entertaining. 


Even while in college at Van­ 
derbilt University, 
she 
s a n g 
through a 15-minute program. 


Once out of c o l l e g e , with a 
bachelor of arts degree in sociol­ 
ogy, she really took on a work 
load — first teamed with Frank 
Sinatra on a New York radio sta­ 
tion, then singing with Xavier Cu- 
gat. Ben Bernie and Eddie Cantor. 


After some time out for a series 
of musical movies, she learned 
what discipline of a job, even that 
of a singing star, can mean. 


Fifteen minutes twice a week for 
five years is a lot of strict routine. 


Once that ended, she jumped in­ 
to an even more restrictive pio- 
gram. 
For six years, she found it ne­ 
cessary to be at a television 
studio every day of the week for 
rehearsals and shooting, and even 
spent weekends taping those week­ 
ly hour shows.

“I was kept away front my 
home anil family far too much,” 
she explains. 


“Working under the disciplines 
of a regular program keeps you 
constantly pressed for time. You 
start wondering if you aren t short­ 
changing the other part of jour 
life.” 


So Dinah asked NBC, to whom 
she’s under contract, for a “sab­ 
batical.”

“At last, I learned what it was 
not to have to make every minute 
count,” she says. 


“I discovered the luxury7 of tak­ 
ing a whole extra hour to enjoy 
something. I had no woi k pi es- 
sures, no deadlines. 


“ I had a chance to reflect on 
life, to gain perspective. 


“ I found out I had never really 
been able to sit back and take a
